By following these instruc- 
tions, drivers and their co- 
pilots will proceed on the 
course until the designated 
finish is reached. Also on the 
instructions are questions 
placed randamly, that may be 
answered before following the 
next direction. These ques- 
tions are clues for staying on 
the right track. 

In the packet along with the 
instructions is a time card to 
record each team's starting 
time and times for the three 
check-points along the way. 

Included also is a "Panic 
Envelope," this will be sealed 
containing the driver's license 
and the course outline. In case 
anyone has to show their li- 
cense to the police or loose 
direction on the course, the 
team will be disqualified when 
the "Panic Envelope" is 
opened. 

Points can be obtained by 
arriving at check-points on 
time and answering the ques- 
tions correctly. Points can be 
lost for arriving at a check- 
point too early, as well as too 



late. The course has been 

timed by the committee to al- 
low enough time to watch mi- 
leage, answer questions, and 
watch the road! 

Speed limits should be fol- 
lowed at all times. Careful dri- 
ving is part of the Road Rally 
too! 

Although it seems like days, 
the trip will take approximately 
one hour and cover a dis- 
tance less than 30 miles and 
use less than one-eighth tank 
of gas (depending on auto- 
mobile used). 

Awards will be given for dis- 
tance, time, gimmick (num- 
ber of questions answered 
correctly), plus an overall 
award for all three categories. 

At the end of the journey, 
Intramurals will treat each par- 
ticipant to lunch.

Student Activity Fee Board 
is (SAFB) primary function 
is to give student input to the 
administration on how the 
Student Activity Fee budget 
should be used. 

Each spring, the Fee Board 
goes through a deliberation 
process to determine recom- 
mendations on how to budget 
the Fee. Budget request forms 
were distributed to the nine- 
teen groups funded by the 
Student Activity Fee. These 
groups submitted budget re- 
quests for the 1981-82 aca- 
demic year and also provided 
some information about their 
service, club or organization. 



Monday, March 16, an open 
forum will be held in the Bare- 
foot Room in Marian Centre 
at 3 p.m. for all interested 
students that wish to discuss 
with Fee Board how their 
money is being budgeted. 

Continuing with the budget 
process, the Board will meet 
with a representative from 
each of the nineteen groups 
and there will be a discussion 
on their budget request. Fee 
Board will then take the infor- 
mation they have gathered 
and formulate a preliminary 
budget. This will be distri- 
buted and the nineteen groups 
will have an opportunity to 
appeal their individual budget 



decision. These appeals will be 
considered by Fee Board. A 
final recommendation of the 
Student Activity Fee budget 
for the 1981-82 academic year 
will be submitted to the Dean 
of Students who will finalize 
the budget for the following 
year. This will end the budget 
deliberation process and three 
months of work by the Board. 

Again, students are wel- 
comed and encouraged to at- 
tend the open forum on Mon- 
day, March 16, at 3 p.m. in 
the Barefoot Room in Marian 
Centre to give their much 
needed input on how they 
want their money spent.

New York in 1960, said Greg. 

"Since then the musical has 
been done several different 
ways, but always as an inti- 
mate, close theatre experi- 
ence. The classic love story 
itself creates this beautifully 
simple feeling that has and will 
last as long as there are young 
lovers in the world. 

"With this in mind the di- 
rector, Richard Pond, chose 
to set tradition aside and gave 
me a time and place instead 
of the freedom of univers- 
ality." 

Yet with these limitations 
Greg has found the creative 
approach that is unusual. 

"For me," Greg continued, 
"the story has the softness of 
earlier times when maybe life 
was simpler, as the music 
from the show suggests. Af- 
ter deciding on the basic line 
for the show, the problem of 
intimacy was of prime con- 
cern. 

"After consulting with Prof. 
Blackwood, the Technial Di- 
rector of the show, I had to 
question how to achieve that 



'close to the audience' feeling. 
This proved to be my main 
concern. So through the given 
placement of a circus I had 
to create that special feeling. 

"By using selective realism 
in a free lance style I have 
come up with an environ- 
mental style, not new to the 
theatre world, but rarely used 
in the Goppert Theatre." 

How does this environmen- 
tal style affect an audience? 
Greg went on, "The audience 
will feel a bit like they are 
there, on stage, with the char- 
acters experiencing the story 
just as the script suggests. 

"As the audience sits wait- 
ing for the overture I hope 
to rekindle within them the 
happy times of their past 
through the use of the old 
circus tent and prepare them 
to enjoy the simple, heart 
warming story of growing-up- 
in-love." 

Greg's design and his imag- 
ination will be seen when THE 
FANTASTICKSopens in the 
Goppert Theatre on April 3 at 
8:00 p.m.

from play-offs, 69-66 



First there were eight little 
Indians and then there was 
one. 

Avila became one of the 
seven little Indians left by the 
wayside when Southern Mis- 
souri dashed Avila's title 
hopes with a 69-66 overtime 
victory. 

The game closed a seasson 
filled with peaks and valleys 
for the Avalanche. 

The Avalanche went into 
the game with a No. 5 ranking 
in Disstrict 16 and an 18-9 rec- 
ord. Missouri came in ranked 
No. 4. 

Missouri Southern con- 
trolled the boards and that 
proved to be one of the dif- 
ferences in the game. The 
Lions outrebounded the Ava- 
lanche 38-31. 



The biggest difference was 
the number of foul shots 
made. Avila hit 14 of 20 for 
70%. Missouri Southern 23 of 
34 for 68%. The 9 extra points 
from the free throw line offset 
Avila's shooting from the floor. 

Avila held the lead at half- 
time 26-23. 

Forward Baxter Jones led 
the Avalanche in scoring with 

14 points. Mark Hatchett and 
Orvstin Candler had 12 apiece. 

Senior Eric Talmadge play- 
ing in the season finale put in 

15 points to lead Avila over 
Baker 67-54. It was the fourth 
strong game in a row for Av- 
ila's center, according to assis- 
tant coach Dennis Joyce. 

Talmadge and Orvstin 
Candler shared the high scorer 
honors in a 61-56 loss to Bene- 
dictine. The twosome had 13 



points apiece and each pulled 
down 5 rebounds. 

This year's season will not 
soon be forgotten. The 18-10 
record is the team's best in 
their seven year history. 

Who could ever forget the 
shootout with Rockhurst, the 
nation's No. 8 ranked team? 
When the dust had cleared 
Avila was the only one left 
standing. 

Avila opened the new year 
with a 9-game winning streak 
that saw teams like UMKC and 
Drury buried in the Ava- 
lanche's path. 

Graduating from this year's 
memorable squad will be Eric 
Talmadge, Orvstin Candler, 
and Mike Moran.

Then Chambers struck 
again with another shot from 
25 feet out. Susan Sulzer sank 
a free throw with 0:07 left on 
the clock to put the final score 
at 59-55. 

Sulzer totally dominated the 
middle throughout the game 
as she pulled down 22 re- 
bounds and blocked two 
shots.

Northcraft and Chambers 
scored all 29 of their team's 
points in the second half. 

Avila took a quick 6-2 lead 
on two fast breaks and a jump 
shot to start the game. Cow- 
ley replied harshly by outscor- 
ing the Avalanche 21-4 in a 
span of less than ten minutes. 
Using the bonus-foul situation 
Avila pulled to within ten at 
the half, 31-21. 

Darby Chambers exploded 
for 8 points in the opening 
two minutes of the second 
half to draw her team within 
two, 33-31. 



At the 11:48 mark Debbie 
Divers stole the ball for Avila 
and passed it to Cindy North- 
craft, who scored to tie the 
game at 37 all. 

From there the lead 
changed hands five times till 
Cowley stole the ball twice 
and pulled out in front by 6. 

Leading scorer in the game 
was Darby Chambers with 19 
points followed by Cindy 
Northcraft with 17. 

Against the School of the 
Ozarks the Avalanche ran into 
some serious trouble as they 
found themselves down 38-16 
at the half. School of the 
Ozarks went on to win the 
game 65-42. 

Central Methodist was no 
easier as Avila lost 55-37 in a 
game abounding in turnovers.
